THEIR STEADY INCREASE 


During the summer and autumn of this 
year many parts of Dublin suffered from an 
epidemic of house fifes, while out. of doors 
larger varieties of flies seemed to be more 
numerous than usual. Some of these were 
virulent insects, and children in particular 
suffered from the attentions of flies ** that 
bit.” i 

Captain Guy Dollman, in a letter to 7'Ae 
Times, mentions the increase of blood-súck- 
ing flies in certain parts of England during 
the last íew years. 

spPhis increase,” he writes, “‘ is» chiefly 
noticeable:in'the case of a small species ‘of 
Clegg of the family 7Z'abanidae, which has 
multiplied amazingly and spread into districts 
where formerly it was quite unknown, 

‘‘In the Land’s End area of Cornwall some 
10 years ago these pests were only to be met 
with occasionally, and then in certain well- 
defined fly-belts. Year by year they have in- 
creased and spread to such an extent that a 
walk along the cliffs on a warm, still day has 
now become, not only an unpleasant experi- 
ence, but one that may have serious conse- 
quences. The bite of one of these flies, in 
addition to being very painful, often results in 
local poisoning, which, if left unattended, may 
lead to complications. i 

‘““'Thig last year these flies had invaded the 
whole countryside of Cornwall, ever occasion- 
ally being encountered on the rocks by the sea. 
They are not in evidence when there is a strong 
wind blowing, but a sea ‘breeze will not pre- 
vent them from getting on the wing and hunt- 
ing their victims. The early morning and even- 
ing are the only times during the hours of day- 
light when these pests are in retirement, wait- 
ing for the heat of the day to begin their blood- 
thirsty activities. In the course of a short walk 
along the Cornish cliffs it'was by no means a 
rare event to kill a dozen or so of these most - 
persistent and annoying flies, whereas a few 
years ago not one was to be seen, except in 
certain limited fly-zones. 

‘4 similar increase has taken place in 
Surrey and Sussex, where multitudes of these 
flics make life unbearable except to the very 


pechydermatous. Doubtless a similar in- 
crease has been noted in ‘ther counties. 
What is the cause of this very marked 


growth in numbers, and why has the dis- 
tributional range been so very greatly 
extended? fossibly the warm summers. we 
have had of recent years may account, to 
some extent, for this increase, when the 


summer when the weather is unsettled. 

‘Tt should be remembered ‘that the 
Tabanidae are responsible for the spread. of 
certair, diséases among domesticated animals 
in India and, Africa, and. the possibility of 
these flies acting: as carriers “of disease “éo 
human beings (althongh at present no stich 
cases appear to have been recorded) should 
not he Nest sight of, : 

‘‘Tt would be interesting to find out: how 
far this increase in numbers of the Clegg 
and extension of its distribution are genera] 
throughout Great Britain.”’

CRABS AND THEIR 
CLAWS

RIGHT AND LEFT-HANDED 


As many lobster-eaters have found out, one 
claw is almost invariably much larger than 
the other in the common lobster, writes a 
correspondent of the Manchester Guardian. 
The claws of the common edible crab are, on 
the contrary, of fajrly equal size. 

There is a species of estuarine crab known 


and another nearly as large as the whole body 
of the animal. These animals live in large 
colonies and: have derived their name from 
the habit they have of waving this monster 
claw as if beckoning to one another. 

_The land crabs at the London Zoo which 
come from Gambia have the same peculiarity 
—one claw is large and the other little more 
than rudimentary, and if you study then 
closely You will find that they are pretty 
equally divided between, so to speak, the 
right-handed and the left-handed. You may 
also see a detached claw lying in the enclo- 
sure. They are great fighters, and it is not 
unusual for one of them to have a claw torn 
off in battle or—for they: have this facility— 
thrown away because it is injured. 

Most,: if not all, of the crustacea are able to 
cast off an injured claw and to grow a new 
one in its place, and they are equally able to 
replace one torn off by force. It is believed 
that when the master claw is thus lost the 
smaller claw grows rapidly to take its place 
while a new claw is being grown on the 
opposite limb. Such adjustments as these 
may account for the roughly equal distribu- 
tion of right and left master claws among a 
random collection of land crabs such as may 
at present be seen at the Zoo.

CASK

FORTY PEOPLE: DANCE 
INSIDE 


The 25,900-gallon wine cask, which is kept 
at Count Esterhazy’s estate at Baj, Hungary, 
is falling to.pieces, writes Reuter’s Budapest 
Correspondent. This cask, said to be the 
largest ‘Wine cask in the world, was made 
in 1802, when -English noblemen visiting the 
Count lost a bet. | 

They were invited to take part in the 

vintage festivities and in a  fortnight’s 
pheasant shoot, but one of the Englishmen 
was afraid that they would shoot all the: 
pheasants on the Count’s estate. 
The Count wagered them that if they. 
succeeded in shooting all his pheasants he 
would have the birds made into a pie and; 
sent to their London club. On the other 
hand, if any pheasants were left alive at the 
end of the shoot the Englishmen were to give 
him a wine cask which would hold as many 
akoes-{a measure approximately equalling 12 
gallons) as the number of pheasants shot. 

The Englishmen lost, as the fortnight’s 
“bag” totalled 2,150 pheasants. but there 
seemed to be no decrease in the estate's 
stock. So they had a 2,150-akoe (25,800- 
gallon) cask specially made and gave it to 
the Count. 

The cask has been filled only three times— 
in 1803, 1809 and 1858. On the last occasion 
it was emptied by an Austrian infantry regi- 
ment, and the entire regiment was drunk 
for two days on its contents.’-In 1878 twenty 
couples danced the ‘‘Csardas,’’ the Hun- 
garian tational dance, inside it, for it was 
then in good condition. Now it is in a very 
neglected state, for there seems to be no 
suitable wood with which to repair it.

DISCOVERY AT 
BETHLEHEM 


EARLY BYZANTINE 
REMAINS 


It has been revealed by a Government 
búlletin issued in Jerusalem (writes Reuter's 
Jerusalem correspondent) that an early 
Byzantine mosaic pavement has been dis- 
covered in the Church of the _ Nativity, 
Bethlehem, by Mr. William Harvey, a 
British engineer. 

Mr, Harvey found the pavement while 

examining the structure of the church with 
a view to eftecting repairs. Intricate geo- 
metrical patterns make the main design of 
the pavement, but the severity is relieved by 
borders of leaves enclosing delicately coloured 
fruits and flowers. 
' During his survey Mr. Harvey sank trial 
shafts into the foundations of the church, 
and so brought to light many unrecorded 
architectural details. 

Other discoveries, resulting from soundin 
o from the removal of plaster include the 
foundations of ancient walling, steps, doors, 
floor leveis and windows. A former entrance 
to the Grotto of the Nativity, upon which 
the church is built, was also found. 

The Church of the Nativity is one of the 
oldest churches in the world. It is built 
over the Grotto of the Nativity, which is 
said to have been made by the Empress 
Helena, wife of Constantins the Great, on 
the spot where Jesus Christ was born.

NEED FOR SPECIAL LAW 


Three people, wounded by Government 
officers in their efforts to capture John 
Dillinger,- America’s arch-bandit, applied to 
the United States Government to pay their 
hospital expenses, writes Reuter’s Washingtom 
Correspondent. But, according to a ruling b 
the Comptroller-General, Mr. J. R. McCarl, 
they will have to pay the bills themselves. 

One of them, Miss Etta Natalsky, was shot 
when Dillinger was killed in Chicago. . In 
applying for Government funds to assist her, 
the Attorney-General, Mr. Cummings, wrote 
to Mr. McCarl saying she was confined in a 
vee at.a cost of eight dollars (32s.) a day.

~~ MANCHESTER'S 
GROWTH 


IMMIGRANTS FROM 
IRELAND

In a lecture on ‘“‘ Old Manchester,” given 

toe the Manchester Geographical Society, Dr. 

G, H. Suas described the growth of the 
e 


town up to the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, when, he said, with the reforms 
carried out under the Improvements Acts, 


many of the features of old Manchester dis- 


appeared. 

He described how in the Middle Ages 
Manchester developed into an urban com- 
munity with crafts and manufactures, until 
in the sixteenth century it had established 
itself as the most important and progressive 
town in Lancashire. By the middle of the 
seventeenth, he said, the foundations of a 
textile metropolis had been firmly laid. 
Manchester merchants were controling a 
large share of the finishing processes of the 
cloths made in the, eastern parts of the 
county, while they and the chapmen acted as 
middlemen in supplying yarn to weavers in 
the surrounding districts and in disposing of 
the finished products. Thus it had the 
character of a commercial centre for a large 
district rather than of a great manufacturing 
town, and its own population was small, 
being probably not more than 4,000 or 5,000. 

According to a plan believed to have been 
drawn about 1650, the main part of 
the town lay closely within the angle 


the church, the college, and the booths 
and courthouses in the market-place as 
the three most prominent buildings. Most 
of the houses had land attached to them; 
though the thoroughfares themselves were 
narrow the town had not the character of a 
close network of. streets which it later 
acquired. 

lans of the town a hundred years later 
showed that while the neighbourhood of the 
old church had not been materially altered 
since 1650 many new streets had been struck 
out from Deansgate and Market street, High 
street, with Bhain square and Church 
street, was forming a second nucle.s round 
which the town was expanding. Houses 
which had been of timber and plaster were 
being built of brick. New places of worship 
had been erected, notably Cross Street 
Chapel, St. Ann’s Church, and the Friends’ 
Meetinghouse at the corner of Jackson 's 
street. 

The following half-century was a time of 
remarkable expansion; with the rise of the 
cotton manufacture, the capture by Man- 
chester of the finishing processes, and the 
improvement of communications, -oppor- 
tunities for employment increased, and a 
steady stream of immigrants was attracted 
from the neighbouring counties and from 
Treland, 


EXTINCT ELEPHANTS’ 
TEETH

CANADIAN FARMER’S 
“ FIND” 


Fragments of huge teeth, from five to six 
inches long, were dug.up by Mr. Charles 
Jeffrey, a farmer, of Cottam (Ontario), and 
it is believed that they may have belonged 
to a prehistoric matodon (an extinct kind of 
elephant}, 

Although slightly decayed, writes Reuter, 
the teeth are in a remarkable state of pre- 
servation, considering the millions of years 
they may have been under the ground. Mr. 
Jeffrey says that there are also bones that 
resemble the remains of ‘some gigantic 
monster on his farm. 

he Royal Ontario Museum will probably 
take charge of the discoveries. 

Canada has become a veritable paradise for 
paleontologists in recent years. Last July 
the fossilised remanis of two great mosasaurs 
were unearthed at Morden (Manitoba), and in 
August a 90,000,000-year-old cephaloped was 
discovered at Jasper (Alberta).

SPARROWS PLAY - 
- WITH DEATH 


ADVENTURES IN THE 
“Z00” 


It would be interesting if one could know 
how many London sparrows meet a sudden 
death at the hands of animals in the “ Zoo,” 
writes a correspondent :of the Manchester 
Guardian, They seem to enter all dens in- 
differently. In many they are, of course, 
perfectly safe from molestation; in others 
they take chances, and occasionally, at least, 
fate wins the throw. 
' For instance, not long since a ring-tailed 
coati was seen to snatch an over-daring 
sparrow with a spring of such a ES. 
rapidity as one does not usually associate wit 
these somewhat clumsy-looking animals. And 
in little more time than it took him to catch 
the sparrow he had @evoured it so completely 
that only a- few scattered feathers remained 
to mark the tragedy. 
On the whole, however, the alertness and 
swift reactions of the sparrow may be backed 
to win. Recently a sparrow tried to take a 
short cut through the cage of two young 
Northern lynxes to that of the Rhesus. 
monkeys adjoining it. But, to ‘pgp con-' 
tactabetween the lynxes and the monkeys, 
fine-meshed wire had been stretched over the 
wider meshes of the partition fence. “The 
sparrow, Intent on ei a way through, 
attracted the attention, of the two lynxes, 
who were lying together on the raised 
wooden .platform in the centre of the. cagg.| 
Two pairs of eyes were fixed upon him, two 
bodies pivoted round to face towards him,_ 
every muscle taut and ready for the spring.’ 
The unconscious sparrow, foiled in his efforts! 
to find a way through, hopped down on to 
the floor, and two clouds of fur hurtled 
simultaneously in his direction. The sparrow 
rose, as it’ seemed, from under the two cats; 
and clung high up on the close-netted fence. 
Swift almost as the sparrow, one of the! 
lynxes followed, and it seemed that a great, 
purposeful ‘paw covered the bird. sá 
But it was not so. The sparrow raibe 
on the opposite side, where he could “pass' 
through the broad-meshed wire at will. 
There, with superb. urtiruffled .insolence, he’ 
aused: and looked back, as if inviting the; 
Lam to try again; Then, satisfied that.

HEAT AND DISCORD 


Hohe Sa 
ELECTRIC LIGHT HELPS 
MUSIC 


In Victorian days it was a hot business 
going to a concert in the Birmingham Town 
Hall, the centenary of which has recently 
been celebrated (writes a correspondent). 
Details of the atmospheric conditions in 
those days are given in a booklet which has 
just been unearthed from the archives of a 
London electrical engineering firm, Often, 
during prolonged concerts, the old-fashioned 
gasaliers so heated the organ that its pitch 
rost and the organ would grow.so discordant 
that the organist had to forego using certain 
stops. 

In the top. galleryv—‘‘the gods *’—the 
temperature would rise in the course of a 
concert from 60 to 100 deg. Fahr. 

The booklet which tells of these things 
was produced on the occasion in 1882 when 
the hall was first lighted by electricity. The 
SR was by means oí five hundred 
16 ‘candle-power incandescent lamps—some of 
the earliest bulb lamps to be made. Powe: 
for the twelve electric generators was pro- 
vided by a steam engine with a 24ft. fiv- 
wheel, and in order to dim the lights a crude 
resistance of three iron telegraph wires, each 
250 yards long, was inserted in the system | 

e machinery was situated in some works 
about a quarter of a mile from the Town 
Hall. 

The electric lighting pleased the pub! 
very much, and no fewer than 265 tes‘ 
monials were collected from the orchestra 
and choirs. © They are reproduced in t 
booklet. The reduction of the heat durinz 
concerts and the better ventilation we 
praised in every testimonial; that the lighting 
was better received only casual mention, if 
Ib was mentioned at all. Members of the 
otchestra ‘were particularly pleased, for, like 
the organ, their instruments ha‘ gone badly 
out of tune with the excessive heat. 

After the installation of the electric light, 
the city organist wrote that: '' Last festival 
(with the electric light) the extreme  varia- 
ion of heat was only 7 degrees, and I was 
able to use every part of the instrument with 
satisfaction and pleasure.” In the gallery 
the temperature rose only 1} degrees.

Mr. P. J. McEnery (instructed by Mr. 
John 8. O'Connor), who appeared for che 
Attorney-General, said the charges referred 
to three separate offences, three trees being 
felled in July, two in August and one in 
October. The evidence against the prisoners 
was their own statements to Superintendent 
O’Driscoll and a sergeant. of the Guards. In 
connection with the felling of a tree in 
October, a motor car was pinned under a 
tree, and for that a malicious injury claim 
for £100 had been lodged b r. Patrick 
McGrath, of Acres, Fermoy, Co, Cork. 

Superintendent F. O’Driscoll, Cobh, said 
that, as a result of the tree-cutting, a blue 
saloon motor car was embedded under the 
trunk of a tree on the main Cork-Dublin 
road and badly damaged, and the occupants 
of the car must have had a providental 
escape from serious injury. 

Witness said that McAuliffe made a state- 
ment in which he said he was the captain 
of the Knockraha unit of the League of 
Youth; that. he first suggested cutting trees, 
and that they were cut as a protest against 
the treatment. the farmers were getting, 
Delaney said in his statement that he was a 
Blue Shirt and yet had the blue shirt, but 
that he had not taken sides since the split, 
but was present at: tree-cutting and on the 
look-out for anything coming. 

Cornelius Gubbins told witness that he 
was a member of the League of Youth, and 
that he had cut trees twice or three times to 
stop Court messengers from seizing cattle. 
On one occasion he was cutting a tree, but 
did not finish it, as he went to his break- 
fast. 

James Gubbins told witness that he was 
a member of the League of Youth, and 
denied cutting trees, but stated that he was 
present on certain occasions. 

Fitzgerald said in a statement that he 
was the secretary of the Knockraha unit of 
the League of Youth, and that the trees 
were cut to obstruct the “ bums.” 

Cashman said that he was a member of the 
local branch of the Annuitants’ Defence 
League and of Fine Gael, and that he owed 
about £28 in annuities. He was nearby when 
some of the trees were cut on his land, and 
on one occasion gave a cross-cut to Con. 
Dunlea, who told him that he was going to 
cut a tree. John Graham also admitted cut- 
ting trees, and said that he was a member 
of the League of Youth. 

Sergeant Cotter, Glanmire, said that when 
interrogated Dunlea refused to answer a ques- 
tion as to whether he had subscribed to the 
funds of the Annuitants’ Defence League, and 
stated that two of his cows had been seized 
and sold for £4. A statement. was also made 
by Edward Howard, a member of the Blue 
Shirt organisation, which he did not sign, 

The prisoners refused to give evidence or 
make any statement. 

The President of the Court announced its 
decision as follows :— 

McAuliffe and Cornelius Gubbins were 
found guilty on all ten counts, James Gub- 
bins on seven counts, Delaney, Cashman and 
Dunlea guilty on six counts, Fitzgerald on 
four, and Graham and Howard guilty on three 
counts. 

McAuliffe was sentenced to twelve monthe’ 
imprisonment from the date of arrest. 
Delanev, Cornelius and James Gubbins, Dun- 
lea and William Cashman were sentenced 
each to six months; Fitzgerald, Graham and 
Howard each to three months’ imprisonment,

SERVANT’S THEFT FOR 
FRIEND 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

John Fitzgerald (28), No. 5 Synott place, 
cabinetmaker, pleaded not guilty to having 
between August 1 and September 23 last— 
(1) Conspired with Annie Gallagher to steal 
£84 10s. Od. from Francis Hoey, Meath 
street, her employer; (2) stolen the £84 10s. 
Od.; (3) received the money knowing it to 
have been stolen; and (4) counselled and 
procured Annie Gallagher to commit the 

theft. 

Mr. Maurice F. O’Donnel’ (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), who prosecuted, 
said that the accused man and Annie Gal- 
lagher became very intimate and spoke of 
marriage. The State case was that he sug- 
gested to her to steal money from Mr, 
Hoey, in whose house she was a servant, 
to enable them to set up for themselves. 

Mr. Hoey gave evidence of having missed 
the money from his premises. 

Annie Gallagher gave evidence of having 
been asked by the prisoner to take the 
money. She took the money—£84 10s. 0d.— 
and handed it to the prisoner. It was made 
up in a brown paper parcel. 

The witness was cross-examined by the 
prisoner at length. She said that she never 
took any money from him. She had been 
in public-houses and had drink, but was 
never under the influence of drink 

Detective Sergeant John Moran said that 
the defendant admitted having got a brown 
parcel from Annie Gallagher. He told wit- 
ness that he did not know how much money 
it contained, and he retuned it to her. 

Detective Sergeant Crimmins said that 
when arrested the defendant said that he 
knew nothing about it. 

Judge Davitt directed the jury to find the 
prisoner not guilty on the charge of larceny. 

The prisoner stated that he knew Miss 
Callagher since July. She told him that she 
had thousands of pounds. On a Sunday 
afternoon they and a man named Hyland 
had a drink, and afterwards went to Howth. 
Miss Gallagher gave him a brown parcel 
which contained money, but he did not know 
how much. He returned it to her again. 

The prisoner called two ‘witnesses to show 
that he always had money of his own, 

Addressing the jury, the prisoner said that 


the girl, Gallagher, hed been trailing him 
almost every night. He told her he did not 
want to have anything to do with her. As 


regards the money, he did not know that it 
was stolen; if he did he would have reported 
the matter to the detectives. . He did. not 
know: what was in the paper wrapper when 
h: got it, and he returned it to Miss 
Gallagher at once. 

The jury, found the prisoner guilty on 
counts one, three and four, and not guilty on 
count two. 

Judge Davitt said that he would put the 

risoner back until the last day _of the 
Reastons to give him an opportunity to give 
information which might result in the re- 
covery of the balance of the money which 
was missing.

MOTOR REGULATIONS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—Every one interested in the new 
motor regulations should read Mr. Harold C. 
Brown's article in to-day'’s /rish Times, but 
he states that the Dublin le some years 
ago would not follow police instructions and 
walk to the left on pavement. This is 
not quite correct. The people were never 
asked to walk to the left. ; 

It is true white lines were painted down 
the centre of the pavement in a few streets, 
but 60 per cent. of the people did not know 
what they were for. About forty years ago 
in Dublin small notices, ''Walk to the right,” 
were hung on the lamp-posts, and every one 
walked to the right.. Now they walk to the 
right, left or any way they please. This is 
most dangerous at street crossings. le 
could now be induced to walk to the left by 
having small permanent notices asking them 
to do so, provided that for one month there 
were large notices: ' Safety first. Face 
oncoming traffic. Walk to the left.” Three 
hundred and seventy people were killed in 
England in one year by stepping off the 
pavement without looking.

The 
idea that country roads should be steam- 
rolled was treated as a great joke.

Srr,—Once more Remembrance Day is ap: 
proaching, and again I beg leave to appeal 
through your columus to the generosity of 
the public. As time goes on the calls on the 
Legion for assistance become more pressing 
and move numerous. The men who took part 
in the Great War are getting older, and the 
results of those fous years of hardship be- 
come more appavent. In many cases absence 
of employment during the past vears has led 
to loss of health through mal-nutrition. The 
work of the British Legion goes on unceas- 
irgly. Sinee its inception over four million 
pounds have been spent in the relief of dis- 
tress among ex-Service men and their de- 
pendents; 15,000 men have been set up in 
small business; £75,000 have been spent in 
building nomes for disabled men; and over 
254,000 Great War pension cases have been 
investigated.

Delightful Neighbours. 


The years that passed before this final 
defeat were far from unpleasant. The 
French were delightful neighbours, and 
the Governor of the island did much to 
make the new immigrant welcome and 
smooth his path—in pleasing contrast, as 
Mr. Bellamy points out, to the manners 
of certain Australians, who make no 
secret of their aversion to immigrants.

draughtsmanship. No problems are more 
thorny, or full of dangers for the unwary, 
than those which deal with nationality. 
Fver since the establishment of the Free 
State thes: problems have been cropping 
up from time to time, and the ~bsence of 
definite legislation on the subject gave 
much trouble to the Department for 
External Affairs. The sew bill, like al! 
of its kind, is highly complicated, but it 
gives legislative definition to Free State 
citizenship. Henceforward the operation 9! 
the ordinary laws in respect of aliens and 
the like will be at once simplified and 
strengthened, and a number of irritating 
anomalies will disappear. Many citizen: 
of Saorstát Eireann, who also are jealous 
of their privileges as citizens of the 
British Commonwealth—or, tout court, as 
British subjects—were dreading the intro 
duction of the present bill. They feared 
that in some way it might jeopardise their 
position in the Empire, and also that it 
might prejudice the status of those 
hundreds of thousands of Southern Irish- 
men who have made careers for themselves 
in Great Britain, India, and the 
Dominions. Happily, the bill contains no 
clausesthat need give rise to alarm or 
anxiety. To all intents and purposes, it 
merely regularises the existing position, 
in so far as it applies to the Fre State s 
relations with the other States of the 
Commonwesith. In the future matters of 
citizenship will be governed by domestic 
law instead of by a British statute; other- 
wise there wil! be little, if any, departure 
from the present position. Of course, 
since the famous Balfour declaration ol 
1926, which defined the status of the 
Dominions and promulgated the doctrine 
of “' co-e-yuality,’’ the term “ British sub- 
ject” really lias been a misnomer. The 
whole idea of “subject ’’ has been sub- 
ordinated to that of “citizen.” It is 
a philosophical distinction, which changes 
the form, but retains the substance, of our 
British birthright. 

One clause in the new bill will be the 
subject of some speculation. It is that 
which deals with a reciprocal system of 
conventions, whereby the Free State and 
other countries may confer on one another 
the full rights of citizenship. In fact, of 
course, this clause will apply only to 
member-States of the Commonwealth, and, 
consequently, it contains the slightest 
suspicion of what vulgarly is termed “ eye- 
wash ’’; but its sponsors may defend it on 
the ground that it opens the way to the 
realisation of M. Briand’s dream of the 
United States of Europe! Old-fashioned 
folk doubtless will regret the passing of 
the former system, by virtue of which a 
British subject was a British subject, and 
nothing else. Under the new dispensation 
in the Free State, however, one must be 
prepared for such changes. The rulers of 
the Saorsfát are determined to get rid of 
every symbol of British overlordship in 
They 
doctrine of ‘‘ co-equality ’’ with relentless 
logic, and, if they are going farther, and 
faster, than any of the other Dominions, 
it must be remembered that the Free 
State, to some extent, still is in the throes 
of revolution There is very little differ- 
ence between the constitutional position 
of the Free State and that of “a free 
Republic,” as envisaged by Mr. Sean 
Lemass; but the essential difference is 
made clear by the new bill. So long as 
the people of this country enjoy ‘‘ common 
citizenship ” of the British Empire forme 
and symbols will not matter one jot. If, 
and when, that “ common citizenship ”’ 
is infringed, or even challenged, there 
will be reason for alarm ; but in the mean- 
while we all can sleep peacefully in our 
beds. President de Valera and his 
colleagues may talk loudly about “ the 
Republic.’’ Everybody knows that they 
could have it to-morrow if they chose to 
isolate the twenty-six counties. The fact 
is that they do not want a Republic. They 
want to ietain all the privileges of 
membership of the Commonwealth, while 
pretending to their Jacobin followers that 
they are being shackled to the British 
against their will. The Citizenship Bill 
provides an interesting example of their 
method. It does not contain a single 
mention of the Commonwealth ; yet it en-

An Experiment in Work 
An . experiment of much _ interest, 
designed to cope with a real need, is 
described by the Labour Correspondent of 
The Times. The experiment is English, 


but can be studied with profit by this, or 


any other, country. It begins with the 
presumption that there always must be a 
modicum of unemployment in England 
Trade may revive, the wheels of industry 
may turn again, agricultural prices may 
rise, and the farm become once more a 
source of } rofit; yet, says the Correspon- 
dent, a “ hari core ' of unemployment, 
including about 450,000 individuals, will 
remain. Some of them will be inefficients, 
but others will be menu “ in the prime of 
life, or a little beyond, and still physically 
sound,’’ to whem any hope of work, ‘n 
normal circumstances, will be unavailable.

It now enjoys 
meat, vegetables, milk and eggs, end its 
clothes are usually in good repair. The 
estimate is, in fact. that its standard +! 
living had increased by the equivalent of 
10s. a week by the end of September, and 
is nearer to 15s. to-day. 

The experiment so far has been tried 
only on a small scale; but in theory 't 
ought to show even better results for a 
community of some hundreds than for a 
community of thirteen, inasmuch as a 
sounder balance of production could be 
obtained. Of course, it does not, and 
will not, debar the members from the 
receipt of unemployment assistance, 
according to a ruling of the British Un 
employment Board ; for it does not obviat- 
the need of such assistance. People may 
ask, therefore, of what use is a scheme of 
this kind. The answer is that, in the first 
place, it raises the standard of living 
of the people concerned in it: it gives 
them tresh milk instead of tinned milk. 
reasonably decent clothes instead of rags 
vegetables and meat continually, rather 


than at rare intervals. In the secon: 


place, :t provides work, and _ thereby 
opposes the physical and mental havoc 
which is wrought by unemployment amd 
the sense of dependence. It was once An 
conservative cliché—~it is now a proved 
fact—that prolonged 
moral and self-esteem of a man who has 
once been accustomed to work, and 
destroys his value to himself and the 
State. The new scheme affords him th: 
knowledge that he is at work, that he is 
no longer a burden upon his fellow. 
citizens, and yermits him once again to 
hold his head high. We should do well

Our people are hard 
workers by nature, but there are in- 
numerable signs that the old ‘spirit of 
independence has begun to wither beneath 
the shocks of cconomic necessity. Within 
another few years, if unemployment con- 
tinues, we may possess a considerable 
population of dependents—spiritually, as 
well as physically, dependent on the 
Government's charity, and a new species 
of demoralisation will be widespread 
throughout the country. The growth of 
this attitude of dependence must be 
avoided at all costs. If a better scheme 
cannot be devised, the Government might 
do worse than to buy up a few hundred 
acres of land and give a trial to the 


Upholland experiment. 


Native Toys 


Only seven weeks now stand between us 
and Christmas, and already the toys are 
beginning to make their presence felt in 
our city shops. Why is it that the art of 
toy-making, which flourishes in so many 
towns and villages of Europe, never has 
made any progress here? Although we 
hardly could compete with the great 
industrial centres of England and 
Germany, which turn out elaborately 
manufactured toys by the million, there 
seems to be no reason why we should not 
have our own native toys, made by hand. 
In the villages of Germany and Czecho- 
slovakia, mass-production has not yet 
robbed the craftsman of his trade, and the 
toys made by him hold their own against 
the mechanical wonders of Berlin or 
London. His methods are simple, almost 
primitive. A piece of wood and a penknife 
will serve his purpose, or he will fashion 
his dolls from clay, straw, pine-cones, and 
anything else that comes to hand, Yet the 
little toys made under these conditions 


often are more attractive than those which 


are produced in the factories, and many of 
them are sold abroad. It is strange, 
indeed, that the Irish villages have not 


turned their attention to toy-making; for’ 


the conditions here are not very different 


to those in the agricultural districts of. 


Europe. There, the peasant folk occupy 
some of their time in the winter by 
pursuing this and other home industries. 
Toy-making brings them in a welcome 
addition to their other gains, and also 
satisfies some of the wish for self- 
expression that is in the heart of most 
men. The village toy-makers are artists 
in their own way, and their work bears a 
stamp of individuality that is its chief 
charm. It would be pleasant if Ireland, 
too, had its national toys ; but the impulse 
to make them does not seem to exist, and 
it is scarcely an impulse that can be 
created. 


The Guiding Light 


Among the properties of variety artists, 
who rely on a simulation of intoxication to 
earn them a living, often may be found a 
lamp-post, It is placed in a prominent 
position on the stage, and most of the 
action revolves around it.

agreed that the country could eat 
10,700,000 ewt. of bacon in a year. It was 
then ascertained how many pigs were 
available, and matters were so arranged 
that the imports of foreign bacon should 
only equal the amount which could not be 
produced in Great Britain. Imports are 
governed by quota regulations, and 
countries exceeding their quotas have bee: 
warned that unless their imports are kept 
within limits they will be penalised when 
arrangements are made next year. The 
maintenance of the price of English bacon 
at a reasonable level has given a chance to 
the very extensive bacon industry. — 


A History of Parliament

Demonstrations against Italy took place 
in Zagreb this evening in connection with 
the assassination of King Alexander, and 
the police were compelled to charge the 
demonstrators with rubber batons. Crowds 
of citizens assembled in the main streets 
and displayed their loyalty to the 
Monarchy by violent demonstrations 
against the assassins of the King. 

When the names of Italy and Hungary 
were mentionéd by speakers as having 
harboured the assassins the crowd moved 
threateningly towards the Italian 
Consolate. The police intervened and 
broke up the demonstration with their 
batons. 

Zagreb, the chief city of Croatia, is 
closely affected by the assassination of 
King Alexander ; for a number of Croatian 
exiles have been arrested in connection 
with the crime. These men formed part 
of a subversive Croatian organisation 
which at one time had its headquarters at 
a farm in Hungary. Two Croatians also 
were arrested by the Italian police recently 
at Turin at the request of the French 
police, who have asked for their extradi- 
tion to Marseilles.

OFFER

HE meeting of the Radicals this even 
ing, on which the fats of the 
Doumergue Government depended, con- 
cluded in a more conciliatory manner than 
it had begun, and the Government is for 
the moment saved. The meeting adopted 
a resolution declaring that the Nadical 
Party has kept the party truce, and call- 
ing on other parties to do the same. A 
wish that M. Doumergue would accept a 
vote on the Budget with the minimuta of 
delay rather than demand credits was part 
of the resolution. 

This change in the Radical standpoint 
may be largely ottributed to the action 
of M. Malvy, who evolved a stratagem for 
throwing the responsibility of a breach of 
the party truce, if it is to come, cn M. 
Doumergue rather than on the Radicals. 

The Rad‘.al group has now entrusted

CONFIDENCE 

An important Left Radical group, 
situated in the Chamber immediately to 
the right of the Radicrls, has voted its 
unanimous confidence in the “re: ier and 
his reform policy.

Though the text of the 
Premier’s Credit Bill has not Aget been 
made public, it is known that asks 
for approximately 15,628,500,000 francs 
(£181,580,000) at present rates of ex- 
change for the three months January Ist to 
Marcu dist, 1935.

HE resignation of the Cabinet under 

_. Abdel Fattah Yehia Pasha was to-day 
accepted by King Fuad. The dis- 
appearance from the scene of Abdel Fattah 
-Yehia Pasha’s Ministry comes as a climax 
to a period of considerable confusion which 
arose indirectly out of King Fuad’s long 
illness. 

According to a very reliable source, the 
Prime Minister in his letter of resignation 
makes an attack on the British Residency, 
where Mr. Peterson his been in charge of 
affairs as the acting High Commissioner. 

He is credited with the statement that 
“ owing to the unwarrantable interference 
of the Residency, who have violated the 
declaration of February 28, 1922, the 
Premier feels compelled to resign in the 
interests of the country.’’ ' 

The “ unwarrantable interference '' 
ferred to apparently consists in the fact 
that in the last few days the Residency 
has been negotiating with Ahmed Ziewr 
Pasha, the new Chief of the Royal Cabinet, 
and not with the Prime Minister. 


THE PREMIERSHIP 


The political leaders regarded as the 
most likely choice for the vacant Premier- 
ship are Tewfik Nessim Pasha, ex-Chief of 
the Royal Cabinet, Hafix Afhfi Pasha, ex- 
Minister to Great Britain, and possibly 
Aky Maher Pasha, who was Minister for 
Justice in the earlier Cabinet headed by 
Sidky Pasha. 

In an interview with Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent after his return from his five minutes’ 
audience with King Fuad, the Premier 
stated that the King had accepted the 
resignation of the Cabinet, but had re- 
quested him (the Premier) to continue in 
office for another week. 

The Feemier said that he agreed with 
the statement made by Sir John Simon in 
the House of Commons on the Egyptian 
situation , but declared that, although he 
discussed the situation with the British 
Residency, he did not agk for its advice. 

““1 repeat emphatically,' he said, ‘‘ that 
I consider the attitude of the Residency 
as definite interference.”

concerned the imperative duty of straining 
every nerve to draw ip a new Statute al 
Limitation in the place of the demolished 
Treaty. If the ground has be : cleared 
only to build a new structure, the world 
will not necessarily be the loser. The 
business of these London meetings is to 
lay foundations on which a full Conference 
can make a new agreement next year. 

The first and dominating consideration 
at this moment from the British point of 
view is that, even if the negotiations 
should end in a breakdown, and if, as 
seems certain, the consequence were to be 
a large increase in the already huge 
American building programme, this 
country would not be at all disturbed by 
that particular result. It would regard 
the increase with complete composure. It 
is frankly impossible to imagine a con- 
tingency which would bring the navies of 
the American and British nations into 
conflict. War between them would be the 
end ot our civilisation. It is unthinkable, 
and not only between the United Kingdom 
and the United States, the parts of the 
Empire which have a Pacific seaboard are 
still less likely to quarrel with the growth 
of American ‘sea power, Canada and 
Australia are quite as closely interested 
in the balance of power in the Pacific as 
the United Kingdom, and even more 
directly.

He admitted that the farmers were suffering, but he wanted them to 
know that their sufferirigs were not due to the economic war. 


For the past two or three months, he said, there had been a cam- 
paign to cut the country’s communications, and he asked the people of 
Limerick to give their answer to that campaign. 


Mr. de Valera said that he wanted the 
people of Limerick to do their part to put 
an end to the type of opposition which was 


absolutely .senseless and damaging in 
every — to the nation. Attempts had 
been made to show that the present 


Government was a tyrannical Government. 
The local elections Jast summer, however, 
had shown that this country decided to 
be free to play its part, independent of 
anything from Bout 9 

For the last two or three months a cam- 
paign had been indulged in to cut the 
communications of the country, and tc 
prevent the normal life from going on—a 
campaign that had been disowned by the 
people. He asked the people of Limerick 
to see that an answer was given to. that 
campaign which would completely put the 
‘* kybosh ” to that sort of business. 


AGRICULTURE’S COLLAPSE 


“ We know,” said President de Valera, 
“that the people of Ireland are with us. 
We came into oflice with our country on 
the brink of destruction as a result of the 
collapse of the agricultural industry.” 

‘ Agricultural preduce,’”’ he continued, 
“which in 1929 stood at 100, fell in the 
next year to 87, and in the following year 
to 67 That one-third drop occurred before 
Fianna Fail came into office. Fianna Fail, 
at the time, begged that their Govern- 
ment should try and produce other things 
than cattle. They pointed to the produc- 
tion of wheat, but it was no use. ‘The 
Government of the day went on the same 
way. ‘They consented to the paying of 
five million pounds to  Britain+pay- 
ment which the Opposition of that time 
had said for years was not due. 

‘That payment had been the cause of 
the economic war, for which Fianna Fail 
was blamed. The Government were put 
in the position that they had either to 
continue making that payment or [ace the 
consequences. Fianna Fail believed that 
they were entitled to this money.” 


THE SUFFERING FARMERS 


“My watch may be taken from me by 
a robber,’’ said the President, “ but it is 
not his; if I give him my watch it is his. 
The farmers are, undoubtedly, suffering. I 
want them to know that their suffering 
is not due to the economic war. The 
amount that this State owed to. Britain 
was, in proportion to the country’s re- 
sources, ten. times as heavy as Britain's 
debt to America, and Britain was pleading 
inability to pay.” 

Mr. de Valera said that his Govern- 
ment wanted the eo-operation of the local 
authorities in their progressive schemes, 
and it was for that reason that he im- 
pressed upon his hearers the necessity of 
voting for Fianna Fail candidates. 

He referred to the seizure of cattle from 
Mr. Bennett, T.D., and said that the 
State, as a creditor, had preference over 
all others. Mr. Bennett's first duty was 
to pay his annuities to the State. 

It would be an easy way, he said, if 
every debtor was like Mr. Bennett and 
told each creditor that some other creditor 
had to be paid first. He stressed what 
had been done for the Limerick farmers, 
in particular, in the improvement of the 
dairy industry by the Fianna Fail Govern- 
ment, and referred to the excellent price 
obtainable for butter. 


REDUCED ANNUITIES 


Dealing with the annuities question, the 
President said that they had been halved 
and a free gift had been given from the 
community to the farmers. The annuitiés 
had been reduced to such an extent that 
only the sum necessary to complete land 
purchase on the terms already allowed to 
old purchasers would be collected. 

He emphasised the retention of the 
market for barley and oats, and said that 
if the farming community was suffering, it 
was untrue to say that that suffering \.as

due solely to the economic fight with 
Britain, It would have been there in the 
greater part 1f Mr, Cosgrave was in office, 
because imports of agriculture’ into 
England would have been restricted in the 
interests of Britain, and if Britain had 
said: “ We will let in your cattle if you 
will let in our manufactured goods,’’ it 
would have meant that they cculd have no 
industries starting in this country.

The Government had particularly in 
mind, said the President, the good of the 
small farmer and of the working.-classes, 
who represented the biggest class in the 
community.

They did not 
say that the population was increasing at 
the rate of 20,000 a year. The recent 
figures given by the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce showed that there were tens 
of thousands of people actually in employ- 
ment, They knew by looking around that 
there was more employment than before 
the present Government came into office. 

“TI hate,” he said, ' to see people 
getting money simply to keep them in 
existence. I prefer them to get it for 
useful work done, but it is a task to 
orgahise that useful work.”’ 


CHANGED CONDITIONS 
World economic conditions had changed, 
and it was necessary to rearganise them- 
selves to face an altogether new situation.

one of the Cork City branches demands pre- 
ference in Government and local appoint- 
ments for persons “with proved national ser- 
vice.” No few than nineteen other branches 
have sent in resolutions of the same import. 
The Dunlavin (Wicklow) branch demands a 
‘candid statement ' from the Government 
as to its intentions regarding town tenants’ 
problems, and it will be supported by sixteen 
others, Twenty branches call for revision 
of the Unemployment Assistance Act, which 
is alleged not to have achieved its purpose. 


LAND DIVISION 
The slow progress which is being made by 
the Government in the division of untilled 


_ 


land will be criticised by representatives of 


twenty-nine branches. Claims of landless 
men are advocated by several other branches, 
some of which advocate the immediate pro- 
vision of farms and money to stock and 
equip them. Without the latter condition 
Intle hone is held out that the division of 
land will be successful. The distribution of 
export licences and of bounties are the sub- 
ject of other resolutions, and the abolition of 
th levy of 2d. per ib. on farmers’ butter is 
demanded. 

A County Meath branch wants the free 
meat scheme extended to all workers earning 
less than £1 per week; and from the County 
Louth comes the assertion that the recent 
Tobacco Act will not encourage tobacco- 
growing. The Ranelagh (County Dublin) 
branch is alarmed at the increasing number 
éf aliens allowed into the Free State, and 
the danger to industry of aliens being allowed 
tá trade '' under fictitious or pseudo-national 
names. ' Another North Dublin branch 
demands an increase to 75 per cent. oí luish 
capital in firms trading in the State. 


PENSIONS FOR WORKERS 

Dundrum (County Dublin) branch expresses 
the view that all workers should receive a 
State pension of 50s. a week at the age of 
65, ‘‘employers only to be called upon to 
contribute towards a special fund for the 
purpose. w , 

Various aspects of pensions for Army and 
other services will be discussed, The Spum- 
kane (County Kerry) branch charges the 
Government with breach of their election 
pledges for continuing to grant pensions to 
able-bodied men. The way that appointmenis 
are made to the staffs of various setmi- 
Government concerns, such as the Agricul- 
tural Credits Corporation, Peat Development 
Board, and the Electricity Supply Board, 
will also be criticised Others demand that 
there shall be no reprieve for the Senate, 
that the Daylight Savings Act should be re- 

ealed, that the Blueshirt organisation should 
he no longer tolerated, that monuments of 
an “ anti-national ’’, character should be re- 
moved, that the Government should secure 
the unity and independence of Ireland as a 
Republic, that Proportional Representation 
should be abolished, that Oireachtas Acts 
should be in Ivish only, that there should 
be complete de-rating, and that rates should 
be collected through the Post Office. 


NOTEWORTHY FACT 
It is, perhaps, noteworthy that in none 
of these resolutions is any reference made 
to the economic war, or the payment of land 
annuities or local rates. 


WELSH COALFIELD 
CRISIS 


MEN RECOMMENDED TO 
TENDER NOTICES 


The Executive Council of the South 
Wales Miners’ Federation at Cardiff 


yesterday decided to recommend delegates 
to the Coalfields’ Conference at Cardiff to- 
day to tender fourteen days’ notice to 
terminate the contracts. 

If after consultations with the Lodges 
the recommendations are accepted, notices 
will be handed in throughout the coalfields 
on November 14. 

This action is being taken with a view 
to enforcing a settlement of the dispute 
at the Taff Merthyr Colliery, where 1,200 
men have been on strike for nearly a 
month as a protest against the existence 
of the Miners’ Industrial Union in osi- 
tion to the South Wales Miners’ Federa- 
tion. 

Until recently all the labour at the Taff 
Colliery belonged to the In- 
dustrial Union, but following an intensive 
campaign many men went over to the 
Federation. It was then alleged that 
these men had been victimised and a 
stoppage resulted. The feeling in the dis- 
trict has been acute for several weeks, and 
certain social, religious, and sporting 
organisations have been boycotted by 
members of the rival Unions. 

A special meeting of ithe Executive 
Council of the South Wales Miners’ 
Federation was held at Cardiff yesterday 
to discuss the latest position. In view of 
the reports of the officials the Council de- 
cided to recommend the delegates who have 
been called to attend a coalfield confer- 
ence at Cardiff to-day to tender fourteen 
days’ notice. 

This conference will be adjourned to en- 
able the delegates to consult their respec- 


tive Lodges.

On Clause 9, which deals with the fixing 
of the days on which betting facilities ou 
tracks may be provided, the Home Secretary 
(Sir Johu Gilmour) moved an amendment 
roviding that, not later than the end cf 
Ma in each. year, the licensing authority 
shall fix 104 days as the days on which 
betting facilities may be provided. é 

Captain. Arthur Evans (Conservative) 
moved to amend the Government aménd- 
ment by adding the words, ‘‘for each do 
tracks in its licensed «rea, The effect o 
this, he said, would be to allow the indi- 
vidual dog track owners to select the two 

rticular days most suitable for them to 
hold races. To leave the licensing authon- 
ties to fix the days was an unjustifiable in- 
terference with the liberty of the subject. 
After further discussion, Captain Evans’s 
amendment was rejected by 315 votes to 38, 
and the Home Secretary’s amendment was 
accepted. 


LOTTERIES 

That part of the bill which deals with 
betting was concluded at about 10.30, and 
the Committee proceeded to Part II., which 
relates to lotteries. By the bill, all lotteries 
are declared illegal, but certain exceptions 
are made in the case of purely private 
lotteries. _ 

Sir William Davison (Conservative) moved 
an amendment to exempt from the operation 
of the clause lotteries promoted by the 
authority of the Government through the 
Post Office or otherwise, which have for 
their object the raising of funds for the re- 
duction of the National Debi, schemes for 
assisting unemployment, national afforesta- 
tion, the provision of open spaces for public 
recreation, or other public service or purpose. 
He moved the amendment, he said, on bhhalí 
of forty. supporters. ‘The amendinent was 
permissive, and simply retained in the hands 
of the Government the power to authorise a 
national lottery, which they had under the 
law as it had existed for 300 years. Prosecu- 
tions under the Lotteries Acts were for the 
purpose of preventing tickets from coming 
into the country from Ireland or from foreign 
countries, 

Mr. Winston Churchill supported the 
amendment upon moral and ethical grounds. 
He was extremely puzzled to know what 
was the standard which was being set up in 
matters of betting and gambling. While 


the House had taken a great deal of 
time, in setting up '“ casinos’ for dog 
races all over the country, blissfully 


unconscious of the fact that they were legis- 
lating for the establishment of betting on a 
gigantic scale, yet when they came to a pro- 
posal of this kind they were told: “ But that 
would be encouraging betting. It would be 
countenancing the evil of gaining somethin 
for nothing.” “ What nonsense,’’ he added. 
‘Of all the forms which gambling can take, 
the purchase of a 10s. ticket in a great 
national ‘ sweep,” like those which are so 
unpleasantly conducted for us from a néigh- 
beuring island, is the least injurious. It is 
the one which is least likely to lead to 
families being ruined, or to a workman re- 
turning home without his wages.’’ (Hear, 
hear. ) i 

Sir John Gilmour (Home Secretary) said 
it was a strange spectacle to seé an ex- 
Chancellor of the Exchequer standing up to 
support a proposal which he well knew was 
contrary to the interests of the Treasury, and 
of its ee ee that he should 
demand that the matter be left to a free 
vote of the House. (Hear, hear.) What 
the Government wanted to do was to have 
no part whatever in any large-scale lottery 
of this kind. 

Sir William Davison’s amendment was re. 
jected by 219 votes to 47, and the House 
adjourned,
